Mcntmedy at the “hinge," the re­ 
action of French troops to the 
“defection" of King Leopold is one 
of anger and contempt . . . and 
a steeled resolve to hold on. 
In the opinion of the French 
army the action of 300,000 Belgian 
soldiers in laying down their arms 
is a “gigantic act of treason,” said 
to have 
no parallel since 
the 
Saxons c^it Napoleon in the Bat­ 
tle of Leapzig to go over to the 
enemy in full battle. 
“As an eye-witness I can testify 
that every conceivable measure is 
being taken now to preserve the 
French army intact no matter 
what happens. 
The allied army 
of the north, now deprived of its 
Belgian allies, and with its flank 
opened by night suddenly to a 
German attack, and with most of 
its supplies cut off, today has less 
chance than ever to join hands 
with the French army on the 
Somme. 
If it fails to do so, then the 
French army’s first line of de­ 
fense will be the Somme and 
Aisne rivers. 
The Germans have 
pushed savagely at several places 
on these rivers, but so far have 
failed to cross them. 
The Gcr- 
maa strategy is as yet unknown. 
It is not sure whether they will 
hurl their full weight on the 
Somme (here six words censored). 
If they do they will meet defenses 
many limes stronger than when 
the Germans first crossed the 
Meuse into France.

to pursue our ships right up to the 
harbor.” a soldier of the British 
Expeditionary force said on his 
arrival here today. 
“I never expected to get back 
alive,” he said. “Our work was 
carried out in a blizzard of bombs 
and machinegun bullets. Jerry at­ 
tacked in waves every 10 or 15 
minutes. Still they kept coming. 
Chased Into Harbor. 
“The fun began when w'e were 
about six miles off the coast. 
That’s where we had to run the 
gauntlet. The bombers not only 
dropped their loads but attempted 
to pursue our ships right up to 
the harbor. Though the royal air 
force constantly was taking a tre­ 
mendous toll of nazi planes. Eng­ 
lish soil looked mighty good.’’ 
As the streams of battle-scarred 
Tommies, a.s well as some of their 
French and Belgian allies, con­ 
tinued to pour into reception ports 
today, it was noticeable there 
were fewer wounded among them. 
This indicated the majority of the 
casualties had been given pre­ 
cedence in the retreat and em­ 
barkation. 
Tired Women W’ork. 
While the men waited to board 
the long troop trains ready to 
speed them to the haven of the 
flowering 
English 
countryside, 
bakers worked overtime provid­ 
ing food. Women volunteers, re­ 
gardless of fatigue and long hours, 
cut mountains of sandwiches and 
served river of tea at makeshift 
canteens for men who hadn’t had 
a square meal for nearly a week 
and only snatches of sleep for the 
last two weeks.

“ I don’t think we have a crumb 
of food or even a cup of cocoa 
left in the ship. My men have 
been magnificent—uncomplaining 
in the face of bombing and ma­ 
chine gunning.

“There already had been rumors 
of different sorts,” a young gun­ 
ner remarked, “but we realized 
this one was the real thing a few 
hours later, when the Germans 
suddenly appeared all around us.
